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REMARKS 

This case has been carefully reviewed and analyzed in view of the Office 
Action dated 8 May 2006. Responsive to that Office Action, Claim 10 is canceled 
without prejudice or disclaimer, leaving just the allowed Claims 1-9 for further 
prosecution. This cancellation of Claim 10 is made in the interests of expediting 
prosecution of this case, in view of the Examiner's allowance of Claims 1-9. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected Claim 10 under 35 U.S.C § 
102(e) as being anticipated by the Enzmann Patent Application 2004/0136555. As 
for Claims 1-9, the Examiner allowed the Claims. 

As mentioned, Claim 10 is now canceled from this case in the interest of 
expediting prosecution, obviating the 35 U.S.C. § 102 rejection. Such cancellation 
of Claim 10 is made without addressing the merits of that 35 U.S.C. § 102 
rejection. 

Also in the Office Action, the Examiner objected to the Declaration as 
being defective for not identifying the Inventor's residence information. The 
Examiner directed the submission of a new Oath or Declaration in compliance 
with37CRR. § 1.7(a). 

It is respectfully submitted, however, that 37 C.F.R. § 1.63 which sets out 
the requirements of the Oath or Declaration requires such residence information if 
the mailing address is identified in the Declaration, as it is in this case. More 
specifically, § 1.63(c)(1) provides that while a mailing address is required, "the 
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residence" is only required "if an inventor lives at a location which is different 
from where the Inventor customarily receives mail" 

The mailing address is clearly shown in the Declaration executed by the 
inventor in this case. Thus, it is respectfully submitted, that the Declaration in this 
case is not defective, at least not for the reason cited in the Office Action; and, the 
Examiner's withdrawal of this objection is respectfully requested. 

It is now believed that the subject Patent Application has been placed fully 
in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested. 
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
